(a) administering a Flt3-L composition to a patient in need of a 
hematopoietic cell transplant. 

(b) administering nonmyeloablative conditioning regimen to the. 
patient; and 

(c) transplanting hematopoietic cells to the patient, wherein the 
hematopoietic cells are autologous hematopoietic ceils. 

9. {Original) The method of claim 8, wherein the step of administering a FK3-L 

composition is selected from the group consisting of: 

(a) administering the Flt3-L composition prior to transplanting 
hematopoietic cells to the patient; 

(b) administering the Flt3-L composition concurrent with 
transplanting hematopoietic cells to the patient;

(c) transplanting hematopoietic cells to the patient, wherein the 
hematopoietic cells are allogeneic hematopoietic ceils.
